2. Chair‘s Remarks 


Dean Parker announced that Anna Reich-Polgar, Slide Librarian for the 
Faculty of Fine Arts since 1972, was retiring in June of this year and that the faculty had 
arranged a farewell reception on her behalf to be held after today’s Council meeting.

Kevin Austin briefed Council members on the minutes of the last meeting of 
the University Computer Resources Committee. 


8. Other Business 


Leah Sherman reported on the Research Conference held recently in the 
Faculty of Fine Arts. Recommendations that came forward which the Faculty Research 
Committee will look into included; 

-problems associated with the administration of grants through the 

University Research Office, 


-ways of sharing and communicating the work people are doing _ within the 
faculty with the rest of the University must be | encouraged and ways to do 
this must be found, 


-workshops on writing research projects need to be held, 


-written reports for seed grants and sabbatical leaves can be used to 
communicate the research work being done. 


Barbara MacKay noted that the question of the administration of funds and 
the funding formula do have to be looked into, however, the "matching" of grants is not a 
solution. Separate funding, like other art-making institutions in Canada, will ensure the 
survival of research in the Fine Arts. 


Parker reiterated that University funded research needs to be augmented 
from other sources and that new possibilities have to be explored. 


Leah Sherman said that the content of the conference was very exciting to 
everyone in attendance and that the research individual artists were pursuing within the 
Fine Arts disciplines needed to be shared with the rest of the University. 


Other business brought forward to the attention of Council included 


- another request that all Council documents be sent, not only to Council 
members but everyone within the Faculty. Because of budget constraints, 
Steering Committee will take this matter under consideration 


- the lack of adequate translation support for the Fine Arts from the 
University Translation Office. Dean Parker will follow up to ensure that the 
Faculty of Fine Arts needs continue to be met.
